ROTTEN CONCERNS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—Tho Bteamer 


iUoiiowai, from Australia, via Honolulu, 
arrived tbia evening with latest details 
of the political situation in the Ha- 
waiian islands from tlie correspondent 
of the Associated Press. 


HONOLULU, Slay 4.—The proposition 


to establish a Hawaiian republic, which 
lias probably never been seriously en- 
tertained oven by those advancing it 
since the creation of the provisional gov- 
ernment, has not been materially pro- 
moted during the past week-. 


KI'HKCKKLK AND SUG.Ut. 


A meeting of planters, who were in- 


vited by Glaus Spreckels, was held on 
April 25th, at which the hitter explained 
his idea of a republic in detail and of- 
fered for adoption a communication to 
President Cleveland, opposing annexa- 
tion because of thy diltiuulties it would 
place in the way of obtaining the cheiip 
labor necessary to plantation work. 


The matter was not discussed at any 


length except by Sprockets himself, and 
Ihe communication was referred tu a 
committee. 


At a subsequent niGutiiig the commu- 


nication wan shelved, Rome planters 
present declaring themselves as ready to 
concede anything lo secure annexation. 


WANT ANNEXATION*. 


A convention of tlie Hawaiian Patri- 


otic League assembled May 1st, there 
being about fifty delegates present from 
all the islands. The object of the con- 
vention was to frame a memorial to 
Commissioner Jtlount, which should be 
expressive of the natives' wishes in the 
matter of government. Such a memo- 
rial, which wasatjainst the annexation 
movement, wan afterwards presented to 
mount. 


A delegation from the Maui annexa- 


lion club called on Commissioner Illount 
May let. The chairman in addressing 
lliiu-ommissioner said: 


"The delegation wished to assure you 


that the, annexation sentiment was 
growing in favor among the natives as 
Well as foreigners of llie island of 
Maui." 


Cuinmtemoncr lUount in replying to 


the address asked thy chairman i(, in 
tho event of annexation, the natives 
would expect to become voters, to which 
the chairman replied that they would 
expect to. 


WAST A VISIT. 


Natives of tlie other islands lire ex- 


ceedingly desirous that the conmiis- 
moner should pay them a visit, and it" 
not to be questioned that his reception 
by them would exceed that given any 
personage except the Queen. Blouut at 
different tiuies has expressed different 
ideas as totlio trip. To a member of the 
tmprcme bench he fluid u few days ago:

these councils January 30th of this year, 
an J the police department is hereby in- 
strurtcd to proceed against all persons 
making themselves liable under this 


Considerable di.4cns.sion followed in 


tho council, several members urging UK 
adoption of tlie resolution. 


Attorney General Hiuith said the gov 


eminent should deal cautiously in the 
matter, as there was danger in going 
too far. He believed in peaceful discus 
sion, which was certainly lawful. 


Vice President Damon thought 


showed n weakness to attempt to sup- 
press movements, even favorable t 
restoration.
